ENGLISH GOLD MINES. 


Sre,—As you invite free discussion in your valuable Journal, on the mining 
jects before the public, I doubt not you will find room fora few remarks on the ve 
subject. Having business in South Wales, I reflected that the district fr -y Le

Now, Sir, arises the qu’ stion—For what was this 
vast quantity (thousands of tons of an article now considered valueless) quarried and 
carried away? for it is a singular fact that not a particle of this gossan can be found 
around the skafts, or on the waste heaps. Of copper specimens you may find abund- 
ance, but of gossan hardly a piece. Does not this almost force us to the conclusion 
that the mine was worked for something more valuable than copper—that, in fact, it 
was worked for gold’? All the geological features favour this conclusion—the same 
rocks, similar veins, under similar conditions as those in which gold has been proved 
in California ; therefore, why not similar results? I fear I have trespassed too much 
on your space, and shall, therefore, reserve my further comments for your next.

17.—The general trade of this town and district has been exceedingly brisk 
during the past week, but «till accompanied with the very scrious cmbarrasements of 
which I apprised you in my last letter. The Europa, which arrived on Sunday, 
brought over a large number of American buyers, who are now actively engaged 
selecting hardware goods, of various descrip! and willing to purchase many 
articles which, owing to the deficiency of the various metals, the merchants are un- 
able to supply. Australian orders for all kinds of useful and ornamental articles have 
also been received ; and these added to increased home consumption, have 
given an extraordinary impetus to trade; the only drawback upon which is the in- 
ability to execute the orders. The metal market still continues to present the same 
annoyance to our manufacturers. Copper is now nearly beyond the reach of purchas- 
ing by many, and prices will not be quoted unless for t sales, which are u 
the most limited scale, and at a ruinous advance. I know 140/. ton was asked 
last week, and a further rise of 10/. is freely talked of. How this is to be no one can 
foresee, unless in the suspension of some extensive works, The holders of tin have 
again run up the price 5/. per ton, as will be -een by the following list, issued on 
Monday evening last, by Messrs. Fiddian, metal dealers, Broad-street :—Tin in block, |

Crams or Coat. Drawers on Cotttery Proprretors.—In the Court 
of Chancery, on Monday, before the Lord Justices of Appeal, a case waa heard in which 
some drawers in the pits of Messrs. Byrom, Taylor, and Byrom, of Wigan, bankrupts, 
appealed against the decision of Mr. Skirrow, the Manchester C issi of Bank- 
ruptey, who decided that they were not in the employ of the bankrupts, and refused 
to pay them out of the estate. It appears there were about 70 of these men, to whom 
«pall sums were due: but it was shown to be the custom, that the working colliers 
when hired, bring with them their own drawers, whom they pay out of their earn- 
ings, and could also discharge; but if they discharged them in opposition to the 
viewer, they would themselves be dismissed. Under the 169th section of the Bank- 
ruptey Consolidation Act, the court may order payment of wages not exceeding 40s., 
but under the above circumst:nces the court reluctantly confirmed the decision of the 
commissioner. The court ws satistied that no action at law would lie as between the 
drawers and the bankrupts, and the petition must be dismissed ; the costs, however, 
on both sides to be paid out of the estate.

It having been found inconvenient to limit the power of 
transacting certain ordinary matters of business to two persons on be- 
half of the company, it is proposed to increase the number to four of 
the court, the Governor and Deputy-Governor being two, although at 
the same time, any two are competent to act. It has generally been the 
custom, on the directors coming into office, that they should take the 
oaths of allegianceand abjuration; this, though perfectly correct and neces- 
sary at the time when the Charter was granted, in the reign of WiLt1aM 
and Mary, when we had a disputed succession, and were threatened with 
the overthrow of our liberties by a bigotted and unconstituted sovereign 
is now no longer required, nor is it in use in any of our great docks, rail- 
road, canal, and other mercantile companies. 

The scale of voting is assimilated to all other companies, so as to pre- 
vent the larger holders from sacrificing the small ones. Five preference 
shares are the qualification for one vote, an additional voice for every 
five shares beyond the first five up to fifty, and one for every ten shares 
beyond that number ; holders of stock are to have one vote for every 25/.
